That from this day ſhall be a firm, entire and ſincere Amity, Peace and Confederacy, as well by Sea; as Lan4 and freſh 
Warers, between the King and Kingdom of Denmark and Norway, and the ProteQtor and, Commonwealth of Znzland, 
Scotland and Ireland, together with the Dominions, Countreys and Cities in the Juriſdi&ion of either ; as alſo between 
the People, Inhabitants and Subjects of both, of what Degree or Dignity ſoever , ſo as neither Part, People, or Sub- 
jects of either, neither by themſelves, nor others, dire&ly or indire&tly may do any thing, nor as much as in them lies 
may ſuffer to be done, to the Damage or Prejudice of the other ; but that the one ſhall aid the other by all good offices. 
and ſhall advance the Welfare and Profit of the other to his utmoſt Power, —_ 

Three Yeers after this Izeague thus made, that is to ſay, in the Yeer 1 6 5 7. atter the Danes had received many great 
and notorious Wrongs and Injuries from the King and Kingdome of Sweden, and being further threatned by them to be 
Printed herein L»diz arche WOrle dealt with, as may be ſeen more at large in the Daniſh Manifeſt, called Fs feciale Ar- 
Star in S* Pauls Churchyard. mate Danie : They betook themſelves to their Arms.

This Peace the King of Swede kepr, till he had got into his hands four or five Provinces, wherein were many Strong- 
holds, and had received other Advantages granted to him by rhe {aid Treaty of Peace; but being bound by the ſame to 
quic all the Territories of the King of Danmark, in which at that time his Kone lay quartered, in ſtead of Marching away, 
he Marched back againinto the Ile of Zealaxd, beſieged the Caſtle of Croxenbarg and took it, laid alſo Siege to Coppen- 
haenen, which although it ſucceeded not, yer he threacneth to beſtege again yo; ſhould have no better Succeſs than he 
had before, he endeavourerh to engageus in his Quarrel, and by the help of our Navy to make himſelf Maſter of the 
three Northern Kingdoms, as he is already of the Baltick-Sea, and the Ports thereof, _ | EO

and all his Royall Progenie. unjuſtly oppreſſed : ' amorigſt thoſe Friends and Neighbours were the States Generall of the 
United Provinces, who were bound to detend Him by a defenſive League, concluded between them and that King in the 
Year 16 49, But before they came to put in execution what they were obliedged to do, they endeavoured to fatisfie 
his Highnels, concerning the juſtice and neceflity thereof, and to demonſtrate to him the inconveniencies,that would ariſe 
to the Commonwealth of England iit ſelf, if the King of Sweden ſhould become ſole Maſter ofall thoſe parts; and more- 
over manifeſted their deſire, that his Highneſs would be pleaſed to cooperate with them, for the compoſing of thoſe diffe- 
rences, Which were grown to that height, between the two Northern Kings : and his {aid Highneſs being deceaſed, they 
continued to uſe the {ame inſtance with this preſent Lord Protector, declaring,that they intended nothing, but what might 
be equally to the good and profit of this Nation, as well as of their Own, in any Liberty or Priviledge of Trade and Na- 


vication, not deſiring the leaſt WI ro their own Subjects more then to us, althouga their endeavours to preſerve

thoſe Liberties had already been expenſive to them, both in; Blood and Treaſure.

1. Whether the Commonwealth of England,8c. . can 1n conſcience break their Pulick Faith and T: reaty with Denmark, without

VN. Whether the ſaid Commonwealth be not bound in Hononr,to ſee the Treaty of Peace between the two Northern Kings whereof 
his late Highneſs was Mediator and Surety, performed on both fides ; obliedgrng himwho hath violated the Treaty, togive due_ 
reparation,for the dammage received by the parry injured ? ns | 

HI. Whether it be for the Intereſt of the Engliſh,in their Trade and Navigation to the Baltick Sea, that all the Eaſtland Com- 
modities,be in the power of one Prince, who either may withhold them, or raiſe thereupon any arbitrary Tolls and Cuſtoms, though 
never ſo exceflive_ * 

IV. Whether it be very ſafe for this Commonwealth,that one Prince ſhould be the ſole Dowinator of all the North ;, and whether 
England hath not reaſon to fear the ſame Inconveniencies fromthence, which it has felt heretofore,when thoſe three Kingdoms had 
but one King, and he ſtill to conteſt with thoſe Vandalick.Cittes, which now are in the King of Swedens power. | 

V. Whether the Offers and Defires of the States Generall ; that we would joyn with them tothe compoſine of thoſe Differences 
between the two Northern Kings, by way of Mediation, be not rather to be accepted, thew that we ſhould inwolve our ſelves in an 
unjuſt and dangerous Warre, wherein a Vidtory may prove of worſe conſequence to our own Countrey, then an overthrow ? 

VI. Or whether Conſcience, Honour ,our Trade and Navigation, and our Fleet, yca the ſafety of the State, ought to be ſect at 
ſlake,to gratifie the French,our Friends at preſent ; who doubtleſs for one of theſe two reaſons endeavours to engage us in this over- 
haſty Warre, againft both our —_ and our Allies ;, either that they may thereby advance and enlarge their Conqueſt upon the 
German Empire, and make themſelves Maſters of all Flanders,this Campagna ; or rather that they may fet all Proteſtant Prin- 
ces and States at variance, thew make Peace with Spain,and ſo at liſt Extirpate the Proteſtant Religion, having firſt weakned rhe 
Defenders thereof by their own Arms * FINIS.
